Election 


Confronted with the question of 
what is tc become of Nixon Park, 
Yorba Linda City Council Tuesday 
night last week voted to leave It up to 
the people of Yorba Linda. 

The problem had been raised at 
the council's previous meeting, 
when a proposal came up to rezone 
the commercially zoned land for 
public and semi-public use to reflect 
its actual function. 

That night Bob Stacey. represent- 
ing the Southern Pacific Land 
Company. a subsidiary of Southern 
Pacific Railroad, the owner of the 
land, announced that the railroad 
was considering granting a develop- 
era long-term lease on all property 
along the south side of Imperial 
Highway — from Yorba — Linda 
Boulevard to Lemon for construction 
of a shopping center. 

Since 1949, the park has been 
leased by Yorba Linda Chamber of 
Commerce on a yearly basis, with 
the understanding that use of the 
land would revert to the railroad 
whenever it wished it. 

Accordingly, Council voted 4-1 to 
seta special election for May 31, at 
which time Yorba Linda residents 
will be presented with a bond 
proposal to raise funds for purchase 
or possible long-term lease of the 
land. 

A bond election would — be 
necessary, City Manager Arthur C. 
Simonian said, since the city has no 
money available for such use. 

Simonian estimated value of the 
2.2-aere plot.at $500,000. although 
interest on a five-vear bond issue 
could cost the city. an additional 
$175,000, he added. 

Cost of the election alone will be 
some $4000. Simonian esumated. 
including $750-800 for an appraisal 
of the land. Moreover, warned City 
Attorney Leonard Hampel. the issue 
must receive two-thirds of the vote 
in order to pass. 

Should) the bond pass, 
Simonian — further noted. the 
long-forestalled city. tax wall be 
needed to retire the bonds. 

“Tyust don't see two-thirds of the 
people voting for this.” said 
Councilman Whit Cromwell, ex- 
plaining his lone “ne” vote. He 
pointed out that more land could be 
bought for park use elsewhere at 
lower cost. using funds that would in 
part be provided by businesses 
occupying the proposed shopping 
center.
